Washington Merry •Go-Round 
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By DREW PEARSON 
W.ASHINGTON — Shortly after Everett 
McKinley Dirksen arrived in VVashington as 
a voung. curly-headed isolationist congre.ss. 
man from Illinois, he witne.ssed one of the 
major legislative battles of this century 
when President Franklin Roosevelt intro­ 
duced his so-called "Supreme Court Pack­ 
ing" bill. 
FDR was irate over the manner in which 
the “ nine old men” had slapped down his 
NR A. his Agricultural Adjustment program, 
and his child labor laws. .And, having been 
re-elected in 1936 by an overwhelming mar­ 
gin, ho propo.sed enlarging the Supreme 
Court in order to override its traditional 
power of overriding his legislation. 
He failed The rea.son he failed was Re­ 
publican and Southern Democratic opposi­ 
tion. plu.«; the basic belief of most Ameri­ 
cans fha‘ the traditional powers of the 
court 'hould not be tampered with. 
Young Ev Dirksen, fresh from the corn­ 
fields and the distilling centers of Illinois, 
was among those who castigated the Demo­ 
cratic attempt to override the court. 
That was a quarter of a century ago. 
Today, the pendulum has swung in the 
other direction and the same Ev Dirksen, 
now gaunt, gray, and gnarled, is the man 
who wants to override the same Supreme 
Court which he once defended 
His tactics are quite different from those 
of FDR Roosevelt introduced his bill on 
Feb. 5. 19.37. just after Congress opened 
and when there was time for a full and 
fair debate 
Dirksen In Reverse 
Dirksen. in contrast, has introduced a 
sneak amendment to the foreign aid bill, .a 
measure which he knows Johnson cannot 
veto, and he deliberately waited to do this 
until the closing days of Congress when 
every member is rushing to adjourn. 
His amendment not only would gut the 
power of the Supreme Cwirt regarding its 
decree straightening out the lopsided voting 
strength of state legislatures, but would 
continue the lopsided state government for 
years to come. Yet he asks congressional 
action, not after full debate, but after a few 
rushed and hectic hours of consideration. 
The Roosevelt court debate, which lasted 
all winter, ended not only in victory for the 
court, but in the eventual conclusion by 
FDR himself that he was wrong. Time, 
which IS a rectifier of many things, changed 
the complexion of the court, and some of 
the New Deal laws, especially .NRA, were 
proved to be much better off the statute 
books. 
Probably time would have the same effect 
t(xiay — if there were time. But Dirksen 
is rushing against time because the federal 
courts in Illinois ruled on June 22. that the 
Illinois State Senate must reapportion this 


year. Some of E v ’s cronies in the State 
Senate are about to lose their jobs and are 
pressuring him for quick action. 
However, a careful analysis of the Illinois 
vote spectrum, .shows that, under reappor­ 
tionment, Republicans would lose no seats. 
They would gain three seats in the suburbs 
of Cook County plus three seats in the sub­ 
urban counties just outside Cook County. 
This would be offset by the loss of six Re­ 
publican seats in sparsely populated down- 
state Illinois. 
At present, the Illinois Senate is so lop­ 
sided that 29 per cent of the voters elect a 
majoroty of the senators and 71 per cent of 
the voters elect the minority. 
The chief gainers through reapportion­ 
ment would be the burgeoning suburbs, 
which are predominantly Republican. And 
this would be true regarding leapportion- 
ment in most states. 
Despite this, Ev Dirksen wi«h his Dixie- 
crat allies u.sed blackmail legislative tactics 
during the closing days of Congress to over­ 
ride the Supreme Court which they once 
defended. And administration leaders meek­ 
ly bowed to their crude tactics. 
E v ’s Charmed Life 
Where L B J is concerned. 
Ev Dirksen 
leads a charmed life. 
At e.xactly the same time »hat the Senate 
minority leader from Illinois wa.s undercut­ 
ting both the Supreme Court and Johnson’.s 
foreign aid bill, the President was handing 
Ev the right to nominate two new ap­ 
pointees to the Federal Power Commission, 
the agency which molds the prices which 
millions of housewives and thousands of 
factories pay for oil. gas. and electricity. 
There are two Republican vacancies on 
the power commission, one that of the late 
Harold Woodward of Chicago; the other 
that of Charles Ross of Vermont, whose 
term has expired but who has not been 
reappointed. 
Ross is a consumers representative and 
on the whole has not been afraid to stand 
up again.st the oil, gas, and utility com­ 
panies. 
However, L B J has given Dirksen, as Sen­ 
ate GOP leader, the right to pick a replace­ 
ment even though another Republican sen- 
a‘or. George Aiken of Vermont, has urged 
that Ross be appointed. 
Meanwhile. Dirksen has picked Robert E. 
Dolph. of the Illinois Commerce Commis­ 
sion, for the other FTC vacancy. Dolph is 
a protege of George Perrine, former chair­ 
man of the Illinois Commerce Commission, 
now with the Midwest Gas Transmission, 
which is the wholly - owned subsidiary of 
Tennessee Gas Transmission. 
Dolph is considered a friend of the big 
power and gas companies, not of the con- 
.sumer. but with Dirksen behind him he 
will get the job just the same.

The County Fair — 
A Modern Enigma 
A modern enigma is the sur­ 
vival of the county fair. 
Beginning with the Daviess 
County Livestock Show in Gal­ 
latin on Aug. 1 and winding up 
with the East Perry Community 
Fair in Alterburg on Sept. 26, 
hardly a day will pass when 
Mis.sourians aren’t attending a 
local fair or breed show some­ 
where in the state. 
(4f the many thousands who 
will attend, only a small mi­ 
nority will be farmers. Yet. ag­ 
riculture will be the dominant 
theme of each of (he 75 fairs 
.scheduled during this two-month 
period. 
During this period, too. is the 
Mi.s.souri State Fair in Sedalia 
which annually attracts a quar­ 
ter million 
persons, but 
the 
paradox here is not .so pro­ 
nounced. The scope and variety 
of attractions at the Missouri 
State Fair clearly offer some­ 
thing for everyone. Modern in­ 
novations are added each year 
to appeal to urban as well as 
rural interests. 
The local fair, however, is old 
fashioned m many respects, and 
it perseveres as an institution 
because people want it to 
Don Thomason. Mis.souri Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture, sug­ 
gests that sentiment has a lot 
to do with it. 
Few Mis.sourians. Thomason 
says, have forgotten the farm. 
M >si native Missourians partic­ 
ularly 
are 
not 
fv 
removed 
from the state’s rirh agrarian 
heritage The average Missour­ 
ian IS not more than a gener­ 
ation or two awav 
from the 
fields 
It IS not rare to find a sophis­ 
ticated. urban business execu­ 
tive who remembers milking 
cows, baling hay or navigating 
a combine over a rippling sea 
of golden wheat .Many a scrap­ 
book in a downtown apartment 
or suburban home boasts blue 
ribbons achieved with a suc­ 
cessful 4-H project. 


Although this executive now 
feels far more comfortable in a 
business suit than bib overalls, 
he nevertheless enjoys the nos­ 
talgia offered by the county 
fair. He often attempts to pass 
it along to his children vicarious­ 
ly. elading them through the 
livestock barns to expose them 
firsthand to the sights 
and 
sounds and smells which are 
not available in picture books. 
There 
is 
nothing 
activistic 
about this attitude. The typical 
urbanite 
realizes 
agriculture, 
too. has changed; that the sci­ 
ence of modern farming is seri­ 
ous business, and that the ro­ 
mance is mostly imagined But 
it is .still fun to remini.sce. 
On the other hand, there is a 
very practical reason why the 
county fair survives Farm in­ 
come in .Missouri is about $1.3 
billion annually and the county 
fair offers the kind of competi­ 
tion which cannot be provided 
elsewhere, and which is a neces­ 
sary stimulus in agricultural 
economics 
The emphasis in agricuiturt 
is on quality The county fair 
helps the farmer in his quest 
for qualitv production, 
Recognizing this, and appreci­ 
ative of the benefits shared by 
all Mi.S''"urians. the legislature 
plavs an important n-le in per­ 
petuating the county fair tradi­ 
tion .A special appropriation is 
made to afford firancial assist­ 
ance to local fair- 
Under 
the 
aid-to-fairs 
pro­ 
gram, the sfafp pavs up m half 
the cash premiums awarded to 
successful exhibitors This pro­ 
gram IS 
administered bv the 
Missouri Department of Agricul­ 
ture's Livesto* k I »ivision. 
Per.sonnel of this division also 
a.ssist lo«-al fair officials with 
arrangements 'Uch as securing 
qualified judges and helping to 
solve the many problems en­ 
countered 
Rut. according to Thomason, 
the principal rea.s >n why the 
countv fair -jrvives is found in
